CHAPTEU XL— THE SITE. 



1. Has tlie Hite lor the O. C. a tiecn 
decided upon. 

No, although seeing much clearer 
tlinn I have dune belore what I need, 
and since toy visit to Canada being 
much drawn lu the direction of the 
Northwest Frovlncea of that country. 
T 4<nniiot cuy Unit I uiu decided on 
any particular part ol the world. 

2. What do yoa consider to be re- 
qulreil? 

What I could wish would be a 
trnct ol country large enough for the 
reception and nnilntenancc of a con- 
siderable population at snch a dls- 
hvnce from any great eIVy rb to be 
tree from the temptations that great 
cities usually present, and yet not so 
tar from Great Drltaln as to make 
It too dlftleiilt or costly for the con- 
veyance of a large number of people. 

a. Are there any other properties 
you deem necessair In the country 
you would like to select? 

Yes. I want a climate that will 
suit the emigrant as It regards health 
and vitality. I don't want tt to lie 
too enervating, us I desire to see It 
occupied by a strong, energetic race, 
not too rigorous tor a people who 
may not all have the must vigorous 
constitutions to commence with- In 
addition, I want a lair ralnlall, to- 
gether with a lertUe soil, wlilch win 
produce all the main classes ol food 
reiuiruii by a miscellaneous popula- 
tion. 

4. What about markets? 

Well, we shall, I expect, be ulti- 
mately very niueli Independent of 
markets, but still It will cert-tliily be 
gi'tjitly to our advantage, and, in- 
deed, a necessity, to be able to ob- 
tain some cash for our productions, 
li^peclnlly will this be the case at 
the Iwglmiiiig, consequently we ought 
not to be very tar cither from a port 
on tlie open sea or from a railway 
with a reasonable tariff tor freight- 
age. Of course this Is also a most 
serious <iuesttun, because It Is con- 
nected with the cost of bringing Col- 
onists whom we expect will be ar- 
riving ill a. continued stream. 

D. What articles do you expect to 
have for disposal? That Is to 
m.7, what will be your exports T 
That will entirely depend upon the 
character of the country wc occupy, 
and more especially still upou the 
purchasers we are aUe to obtain. 
Amongst other things, we reckon as 
an agricultural people on having vari- 
ous kinds of farm produce, such as 
butter, cheese, hogs, lH>ef, «t&, etc 
AS to nianufoetttrea, we shall be able 
to produce almAst anything thatwiu 
sell for which we can find tn^rcrs, 
becaune ws shall have skilled colon- 
ists of every trade and calling, able 
at once to turn their bands to what- 
ever may be wanted In their Uocs. 
It It Is lurnlture, we will malce tor- 
nlture; If boots and shoes, theu we 



will tnrn ont (hose arDcIes. We ^ui 
eecore nrid tratn In li^lasd prodoeers 
of any goods that raay be wanted. 

0.— Have yoB aqytelug to say atmct 
jiatiouaUtgrT 
Well, without any relleelloD on an^ 
other oatlou, I uatsrally prder that 
the <>Tni>rtTT!!:i:t sLuuiu in maoe nnd^ 
the British flag. I do so because I 
expect tlie first colonists will be 
largely from Drltlsb sfiores. When I 
undertake the tusk of otit-sMSsiilDB a 
colony of the game kind tor " Darkest 
Alrlen," I shall never dream ol any 
other ol the broad acres within Its 
own borders, nnd eo witii India and 
many other tiatioEss.

It would be conducted strictly on 
the same principle as the & A. q^ as 
are the social operations ol to-day.
